When the votes were counted last Wednesday, 
city officials in Romulus were stunned. 

On June 25, the U.S. House of 
Representatives defeated a measure that would 
have paved the way for two Indian casinos to 
open in Port Huron and either Romulus or Flint 
on non-reservation land. 

Had it been approved, the bill would have set- 
tled a land claim for 110 acres of land that two 
tribes — the Bay Mills Indian Community and the 
Sault Ste. Marie tribe of Chippewa Indians — say 
would have made amends for a piece of land in 
the Upper Peninsula that was taken by the state 
of Michigan illegally. 

The defeat of the bill — the final vote was 298- 
121 —came as a surprise to city officials hoping to 
bring further development and jobs to Romulus, 
who were optimistic the vote would be a close 
victory. 
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“To say I was surprised is an understate- 
ment,’ said Mayor Alan Lambert, the driving 
force behind the 2003 approval of a city proposal 
that allowed gaming in the city. 

“We were told by Congressman (John) 
Dingell’s office that the vote would be close,’ he 
said. ‘That it ended up such a big disparity was 
also a surprise to us.” 


What went wrong 

What is a loss to Romulus and Port Huron was 
a big win for Detroit. Rep. Carolyn Cheeks 
Kilpatrick and Congressman John Conyers were 
bitterly opposed to the bill because a casino in 
Romulus could siphon business from the three 
Detroit gaming houses. 

The city depends on a dedicated revenue 
stream from the casinos. 

Lambert said the forces lining up against the 
proposal were given an inordinate amount of 
time to shore up opposition. 

“The Speaker of the House (Nancy Pelosi) 
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fficials stunned hy casino rejection 


kept giving more and more time... . I think that 
gave the other side a chance to build opposi- 
tion,” he said. 

Lambert said that after the vote occurred, 
Dingell called to apologize. 

“He said he thought we had the support,’ he 
said. 

In a statement, Dingell blasted those who 
voted against the bill. 

“At a time when our country is trying to create 
opportunities for those who want to work, the 
House rejected a bill that would have provided 
7,000 Michigan residents with good-paying jobs,” 
he said. “In a dark corner of a Maryland prison, 
Jack Abramoff is smiling right now.” 

Aaron Payment, the chairman of the 
Chippewa Indians, also said he’s disappointed 
with the vote. | 

“We will continue to fight to resolve this ille- 
gal land-taking and bring thousands of much-

19 hope to be Belleville manager

The deadline to apply for the 
post of Belleville city manager 
expired recently and 19 have 
applied for the position. 

According to Bob Hamilton, 
search facilitator for the Michigan 
Municipal League (MML), it was a 
fairly good turnout. 

“Background wise, most have 
some local government experl- 
ence, but it’s all over the board,” 
he said. “It’s more than individu- 
als looking for a job in local gov- 
ernment because all had some 
experience in local government.” 

Hamilton said the MML will 
recommend four to six candidates 
to the city council members during 
the July 7 meeting. 

“When ney re coun mem- 
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bers) satisfied with the pool of 
results, we'll start the interviews,” 
said Hamilton. 

The deadline to apply for the 
job of Belleville City Manager 
expired last Friday. Job require- 
ments for the position include: a 
bachelors degree—a masters 
degree preferred—more than 
three years experience in public 
management, municipal experi- 
ence as a city manager, knowledge 
of capital improvement project 
management, skills in developing 
and administering budgets, the 
ability to establish constructive 
relationships with department 
heads and staff and experience 
effectively delegating, recognizing 
and utilizing the expertise of oth- 
ers. It also includes working col- 
laboratively with the Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) and 
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the involved community. 

Since Belleville employs 18 full- 
time and 15 paid on-call reserve 
staff and is a full-service commu- 
nity, including the police, fire, pub- 
lic services, building and zoning, 
parks and recreation and the 
clerk/treasurer departments, the 
ideal candidate will be prepared 
to.make a multi-year commitment 
to the city. Candidates will also 
demonstrate their commitment to 
the community through active 
civic involvement with various 
groups, boards, commissions and, 
as a representative of the city as 
an invested member of the com- 
munity, according to the posting. 

The salary ranges from $62,000- 
72,000, depending on qualifica- 
tions and experience, plus com-

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Congress 
vote Kills 
plan for 
casino

After the decisive rejection of 
a House bill that would have 
allowed Indian casinos to open 
in Romulus and Port Huron, city 
officials are wondering: What’s 
the next step? 

For officials who put 
resources into getting the bill 
through Congress after voters 
approved a ballot initiative to 
allow gaming in the city in 2003, 
either taking the issue to federal 
court, amending the bill, or find- 
ing a developer for an expansive 
parcel of land at Interstate I-94 
and Vining Road earmarked for 
gaming appear to be the options. 

“We will meet with the 
Indians sometime during the 
next two weeks to map out a 
plan,” said Romulus Mayor Alan 
Lambert. “‘As far as they're con- 
cerned — and we’re concerned — 
the land claim is not settled. I do 


know that we’re not giving up.” 
Looking ahead 
The UES: House of 


Representatives voted down the 
casinos bill 298-121 —- a much 
higher margin that city leaders 
expected. The casino develop- 
ment could have brought any- 
where from 3,000 to 6,000 jobs to 
the area, and a provide a dedicat- 
ed revenue stream for the city of 
Romulus of $4 to $10 million 
annually. 

But barring a court case, 
which could take years to wind 
through the legal system, the city 
will speak with other developers 
in an effort to utilize the land, 
which is close to major freeways 
and the Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport, Lambert said.

The new identification require- 
ments, which are located on the 
township website, shouldn't tie-up 
election results, according to the 
clerks. However, something that 
can’t be predicted is the voter 
turnout, Cline said. 

‘The way the results are tallied, 
the tape prints them right out and 
the results are there and off to 
Wayne County,’ said Cline. 

Van Buren voters should have 
also received new voter registra- 
tion cards noting the new polling 
locations from the redistricting 
changes of last February. Precincts 
include: one at North Middle 
School, two at Fire Station Two on

Jill Brandana is looking to take her politi- 
cal career in a forward direction this year. 

Brandana, a Taylor City Councilwoman, 
said her candidacy for a two-year term on as 
a state representative in District 22 is based 
on a simple concept: To improve the quality 
of life for district residents. 

“Tm ready to serve as a representative 
because I believe that I have something to 
offer residents,” she said. “I know that ’!m 
here to do something special.’ 

Brandana, a lifelong resident of Taylor

now for families because of the difficult state 
of the economy in Michigan,” said Brandana.

Those industries include homeland secu- 
rity, biotechnology, and something near to 
Brandana’s heart — alternative and renew- 
able fuels for a greener environment. 

“We have to protect the environment, par- 
ticularly the Great Lakes,” she said. 
Brandana added that she would support leg- 
islation that would limit the amount of water 
that can be extracted from the Great Lakes 
for commercial purposes. 

Health care is another concern for 
Brandana, given that insurance is often 
linked to jobs — which are not plentiful right 
now. 

‘The cost of health care is crippling busi- 
ness, and in turn is negatively affecting fami- 
lies,’ she said. “We need to find a way to 
unhook health care from businesses.” 

In the meantime, Brandana said small 
businesses should be able to pool their 
resources to purchase prescription coverage 
and health coverage in bulk, like larger 


employers do. She also said lower-cost 
health coverage will help spur business 
development in the state. 

Brandana said her time on the Taylor City 
Council has prepared her for higher office 
because she understands what municipali- 
ties face in a difficult fiscal environment. 

Though a relative newcomer to elected 
politics, Brandana said her Democratic roots 
run deep. 

Her mother has served as the treasurer 
and bookkeeper of the Democratic Club of 
Taylor off and on since 1975. Brandana 
decided to run for the Taylor City Council in 
2005, and she was elected as chairwoman 
pro-tem. 

In addition to her council duties, 
Brandana is the vice president of the 
Democratic Club of Taylor and president of 
the club women’s auxiliary. 

Currently, Brandana is employed at the 
law firm of Fieger, Fieger, Schwartz and 
Kenney in Southfield. There, she works as a 
legal assistant. 

Brandana holds a master’s degree in pub-

needed jobs to our state,” he said. 
Payment also thanked elected offi- 
cials who worked to shore up sup- 
port for the bill. 

Jobs needed 

Michigan has lost more than 
200,000 manufacturing jobs since 
the local economy went into a one- 
state recession about six years ago. 

Many of those jobs were located 
in western Wayne County, Lambert 
Said. 

“We lost quite a few jobs here, 
but this was an opportunity to get 
people back to work that live in the 
region — and that includes Detroit,’ 
he said. 

Estimates indicate a casino 
would bring about 3,000 jobs relat- 
ed to the casino development itself 
and several thousand more in off- 
shoot jobs as the need for goods and 
services increased. The develop- 
ment also would have provided a 
dedicated revenue stream for the 
city to the tune of $4 to $10 million 
annually. 





A development would have also 
included a 200-room hotel, accord- 
ing to plans proposed by the tribe. 

Though the jobs would have 
been located in Romulus, neighbor- 
ing communities were also hoping 
the bill would be approved. 

“T do know Romulus was looking 
forward to the economic develop- 
ment having 

a casino in their city could gen- 
erate,” said Van Buren Township 
Cindy King. 

“T do know Romulus has worked 
hard these past several years in the 


_area of economic development and 


that the location of the proposed 
casino was a good one from their 
land use perspective. 

“Tt is unfortunate Romulus may 
not realize the development, jobs, 
commercial or other types of busi- 
ness that support or relate to the 
casino during this difficult econo- 
my,’ she said. 

Lambert said the most impor- 
tant aspect of the bill was the jobs. 

“T do think our rights — and the 
rights of the people in Port Huron - 
were violated,” he said. “The bot- 
tom line is that we need the jobs.” 


Great Lakes Compact is solidified

Republican and Democratic 
leaders in the State Senate appear 
to have reached an accord on the 
controversial Great Lakes 
Compact, which would set strin- 
gent guidelines on when or for 
what reason water should be 
removed from the waterways sur- 
rounding Michigan. 

Sen. Ray Basham (D-Taylor) 
announced that members of the 
Senate Natural Resources and 
Environmental Affairs Committee 
and the House Great Lakes and 
Environmental Affairs Committee 
reached a compromise to protect 
waterways by approving the com- 
pact. 

The agreement bans major 
water diversions and increases 
oversight of large quantity with-

lons of water per day, including the 
removal of groundwater, will be 
enforced. 

Special protections of for ther- 
mally-sensitive trout streams will 
be enacted. 

Also, citizens would be able to 
seek redress if they feel individual 
rights to waters are harmed. 

Basham’s bill, SB 727, increases 
the regulatory oversight of water 
bottlers by strengthening the per- 
mit threshold. Under the bill, bot- 
tlers pumping more than 200,000 
gallons per day will be subject to 
the new water rules. 

The legislation also allows for 
public involvement in the permit 
process for each withdrawal over 
200,000 gallons per day. 

The bills should go to the legis- 
lature for a full vote later this year.

“We will continue to fight to 
resolve this illegal land taking 
and bring thousands of much- 
needed jobs to our state,” he said. 


Another blow 

The vote was the latest in a 
string of disappointments for the 
city when it comes luring new 
businesses — and jobs. 

In 2007, Canada-based Magna 
Entertainment scrapped plans 
for a harness racing track after 
the group’s earnings dipped 


below expected levels. Another 
horse racing development — and 
the revenue it generates-— is high- 
ly anticipated for neighboring 
Huron Township. 

Also, the Pinnacle Aeropark — 
which is being pitched by Wayne 
County as the ‘“Aerotropolis,” 1s 
also languishing. 

The city has also lost two key 
employers: the bankrupt auto 
supplier Plastech, and Lear 
Corp., which chose to shut down 
operations in Romulus. 

It’s unclear as of this time 
whether another Indian tribe 
could open a casino in Romulus 
or Port Huron.

They've filed law- 
suits; they installed security guards on the 414-acre parcel, 
had them register to vote and then file petitions to rework the 
boundaries of both communities. 

What a sad day for western Wayne County. It’s bad enough 


that communities have to compete against each other to , 


attract businesses, developments—even students—now devel- 
opers feel like they can pit neighbor against neighbor if they 
don't like the response they get from one community. 


As Fred Shadko, a member of the Citizens for Northville 
(CEFN), put it during an anti-annexation rally Thursday night: 
it’s like the “Ask Mom’ plan. If Dad says ‘no, go ask mom. As 
parents, we all experience it. We just don’t usually fall for it 

There have been efforts on both sides to garner support for 
their positions. City officials are trying to secure a resolution 
of support from the Livonia Chamber of Commerce. Although 
it’s hard understand what value such a resolution would have, 
it’s also difficult to understand why an organization supported 
by the existing businesses in town would want to get behind 
something that would bring in additional competitors, 

It’s also hard to understand why Kirksey would be so will- 
ing to support a plan when he was one of the largest, most 
vocal critics of the plan to relocate Quicken Loans to the City 
of Detroit. 





Officials in Northville Township have sought support from 
every avenue they could think of. It now looks like the issue 
will be settled by a vote on Aug. 5—by voters in Livonia, along 
with the half-dozen or so ‘residents’ of the hospital property. 
In the meantime, legislation that would have protected the 
township—and others across the state—is being kept in com- 
mittee. State Sen. Mike Bishop, who last week said he would 
send along an op-ed column on the issue to this newspaper, 
has not yet done so. (Do you suppose he’s holding that up, 
too?) 

Representatives from CF'N are trying to organize to get out 
the word to Livonia voters. That effort, too, seems a bit too 
late. It looks like there will be a vote on Aug. 5, and, should it 
be approved, the people will have been bamboozled by the 
age old formula of bad politics and greed.

The state budget agreement leg- 
islators came up with last week 
shouldn’t really surprise anyone. 

It appears to ignore economic 
realities in exchange for political 
platitudes—it is the election sea- 
son, after all, and they couldn't 
have state representatives stump- 
ing for jobs with an incomplete job 
hanging over their heads. : 

It didn’t provide enough funding 
for schools, it didn’t provide any 
lasting reforms that would make 
things easier in subsequent years. 
It didn’t make things any easier for 
businesses at a time when candi- 
dates will say theyre making jobs 
their number one priority. 

It didn’t fulfill the pledge made 
earlier to local municipalities, 
either. 

Again, this probably didn’t come 
as a surprise to city managers, 
township supervisors or municipal 
finance directors. The 4 percent 
increase in statutory revenue shar- 
ing was reduced to 2 percent—a 
which is sort of like a restaurant

While nearly everyone acknowledges this law is unfair, the question is

Representative LaJoy’s bill allows those who currently owe responsibility 
fees to the state (Sometimes thousands of dollars per driver), a window of

On Tuesday, Wayne County 
Parks will pay tribute to the con- 
cept of good clean fun as they once 
again host Mud Day at Hines Park 
in Westland. 

As part of the annual Mud Day 
event, a portion of the Nankin Mills 
picnic area, located on Hines Drive 
near Ann Arbor Trail in Westland, 
will be transformed in to giant mud 
pit from, 11 a.m. to 1 p.m. on July 8 
to offer children a unique opportu- 
nity to get filthy without getting in 
trouble.

Northville graduate Jenna Dumbleton walked in to the 
Starbucks in Northville and ordered her grande café mocha 
like it was business as usual. 

Dumbleton, an 18-year-old superstar on the Northville var- 
sity softball team and one of the best players to come out of 
the area, placed: what would be one of her last orders at the 
downtown spot—at least for a little while. 

Starting in late August she will have to shop around for 
another coffeehouse to serve up her chocolate-infused bever- 
age. She’s heading to Albion College to play the game she 
loves and to study chemistry. 

The look in her eyes says she is ready to go and the Britons 
should be excited to have her. 

Dumbleton helped the Lady Mustangs to a 29-5 overall 
record and win their first district title in the school’s history 
this spring. She batted .420 on the

The Downtown Development Authority 
(DDA) officials recently approved the ‘resolu- 
tion to invest in downtown’ as part of the 
Main Street project in Belleville. 

The project will take two years, starting in 
July 2009, with the final date still to be negoti- 
ated between business owners and the devel- 
opment group, according to Carol Thompson, 
administrative coordinator for the downtown 
development group. 

‘“‘We’ve addressed the issue of how the 
business owners were concerned with the 


construction interfering with business in the 


spring, like the business owners wanted,” 
she said. 

Development authority members believe 
infrastructure improvements and enhance- 
ments to the downtown are needed and will 
include the replacement of the water main 
along Main Street, concrete paving, 
streetscape improvements, side street paving 
and improvements at Fourth Street Square, 
according to the resolution. 

The resolution includes language requir- 
ing the project serve the ‘best interest’ of all 
and to make every reasonable attempt to 
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find a schedule for construction that will 
minimize the impact on business owners 
while doing so in a fiseally responsible man- 
ner 

“T’m optimistic that we can begin working 
together with the merchants and move for- 
ward in 2009,” said Rosemary Loria, chair- 
man of the development group. 

The plans are all dependent on the out- 
come of the referendum ballot in the August 
election. If approved, the bonding process 
can start for the project 

“The hope is for a positive outcome from 
the August referendum,” said Loria. “I hope 
everyone understands the importance of get- 
ting Main Street done and to not delay it any 
longer than we have to. I hope we can get this 
started.” 

The group feels there have been misun- 
derstandings, poor communication and not 
enough education about the project and the 
costs. The resolution language also included 
provisions stating that this project schedule 
is the most critical issue facing the business- 
es and their survival during an already diffi- 
cult time, which means communication and 
cooperation is needed. It’s not realistic to 
attempt construction of the water main in 
September, as requested by business owners, 


Schools increase mileage rate 


The Van Buren Public School District 
approved a rate increase recently for field 
trip mileage to cover the rise in gas prices. 

According to Rhonda Lyons-Manning of 
the school transportation department, the 
current charge was $25 an hour plus 50 cents 
per mile for in-house sponsored trips and 
$30 an hour plus $1 per mile for non-district 
sponsored trips. The current rate doesn’t 
recoup enough money to cover the actual 
cost for the fuel being used. The straight 
time hourly rate for a driver, including FICA 
and retirement is $21.29, with overtime at 
$29.85. The current fuel cost is $3.90 a gallon 


at 7 miles per gallon (for diesel). 

Lyons-Manning said there are times 
where the actual cost of the trip ends up 
being absorbed by the transportation depart- 
ment due to the driver going onto an over- 
time rate while the trip is only charged the 
straight time rate. Most times, the trans- 
portation department pays the overtime rate 
on extra-curriculum field trips. This school 
year there was 339 extra curriculum field 
trips that traveled 18,756 miles. Athletic trips 
traveled 16,557 miles, she said ; 

The board approved a flexible ‘current 
cost per gallon’ charge.
